Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claim 19 to add "the bulbous portion having an exposed electrically-conductive 
surface". While it was previously recited in claim 42 that the bulbous portion had an electrically conductive surface, nowhere in the claims 
was it found or required that the electrically-conductive surface be exposed. It is for at least this reasoning that the Examiner believes 
claim 19 raises new issues which would require further search and/or consideration by the Examiner. Additionally, new claim 44 has been 
added without cancelling a corresponding number of finally rejected claims. It is noted that each of claims 1 -18, 22 and 33-38 were 
cancelled prior to the filing of the February 22nd, 201 1 amendment. 
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
